THE REPORTING OF INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 


The Chairman. said they had adjourned 
the discussion on the by-laws for the com- 
pulsory reporting of: infectious diacases 
owing the. difficulty ‘that arose os to who 
was to bo rondored Hoblo for making the 
roport, . 

The Registrar General—During the in- 
terval since last meeting, I have giva, this 
question of reporting infectious diseases 
careful study, snd I find that instead 
of the difficulties decreasing thoy have in- 
creased, From enquiries I find that most 
of the diseases mentioned in the first clause 
of the by-laws are uot known tothe Ohi- 
nese, Even in tha ‘case of small-pox it is 
dificult for tho ordinary Chinaman to say 
whether small-pox exists, They havo some 


‘idea about cholera, but they do not know 


what particular kind is infcotious,. Typhas, 
typhoid and’scarlet fever aro not Imown to 
T took the troublo to refer to 
a vocabulary of diseases, by Dr Kerr of 
Onnton, whose medical oxperience is very 
large, and I find that the Obhineso 
terms for theso diseases had to be 
manufactured, as thera was no’ actual 


Chineso equivalent. In fact thera was 
no natural term for tho majority of the 


diseases, ~The Board should deliberate 
very carefully before attompting to impose 
a ponalty on people for not declaring some- 
thing which they really ore not able to de- 
clare. It appeara to me that the only 
practical way of mecting the difficulty. 
would be to appoint in each district in 
Victoria cortain poor's oficors who might 
have received training iu Western medi- 
cal ecioncs and who wera acquainted with 
the diseases ; that an, officer or two officers 
be appointed to tha most populous districts 
in a recognised dispensaty to which poor 
people could apply. I only throw this 
out ao suggestion, ‘As the matter stands 
at present Lam perfectly cortuin that the 
Chinose are not able te report because they 
do tot know tho diseases that anly Euro- 
peans with medical training aro supposed 
ty know. : 

Dr Ho Kai—In support of the ex- 
cellent suggestions. of my friend the 
Registrar, General J should like to say 
a bow words, and I hupe that the few 
words may have some effoct. on the 
Government. Now wa havo a. Public 
Health Ordinance and » Sanitary Board, 
and wo are-trying to get the Chinese to 
conform to. the principles and practice of 
Western Medical Scienve, but the Govera 
ment so far ne'1 know hns done nothing to 
train the Chinese in thia science, and yot 
they expect the Chineso to conform to the 
Ordisances. Tt is true, that in thia Colony 
by private enterprise and volunteer efforts 
wwe have atarted something like a college 
to train Chinese in Western, science, 1 
think it is quite useless to expect the Chi- 
nese peuple to observa the doctrines and 
principles of Western medica! science with- 
out having some one to assist them, So far 
ag the diseases under discussion are cun- 
cerned, nm certain the Chinese have no 
knowledge of diphtheria, typhoid and 
typhus. I know that they put down 
typhus as a: disease that results from coha- 
biting with the other sex, which plainly 
shoivs that they know nothing of the disease, 


and they apply ramedies which, if not hurt 
ful, certainly do the patient no. good. So 
far as diphtheria is concerned, thoy. call it 
a throat. disease—sometimes by the ‘same 
name as quinsey, enlargement of the ton- 
sile and cobgestion of the throat, alt differ- 
ent. ‘They certainly donot know anythiog 
about the infectious nature of tho disease. 
So far-ag¢ cholera is. omcerned, they give 
that namé io summer cholera and every- 
thing in which vomiting and purg 
ing occur, and the infectious nature of 
the disease is entirely unknown to them. 
Suall-pox is well known to many Chinese. 
They have a distinct name for it and the 
modigal. mon recognise it easily, but here 
again the idea of its infectious nature 
is yery rudimentary, They never recom- 
mend that the ‘patients should be kept 
separate, they allow their friends to visit 
them and they are put in the ordinary 


ward, Ifweare to require them to. know |. 


such disease at tho, commenceinent or dur- 
ing the’course we-ought to provide means 
of assisting them in diagnosing the disease. 
Whatever heavy penalty waa attached, the 
Ghinese at Fresent would be constantly 
breaking our laws without knowing it, Iro- 
gard the suggestion thrown out by the Regis- 
trac:General as the very Lest one that could 
bo adopted. It wouldalso have this edvan- 
tago that it would encourage the study of 
Western Medical science. we had cer- 
tain. appointments hore which could” be 
acoupied by: Chinese who are trained: in 
Western, Medical Science, then there 
would ‘be increased encouragement for 
& greater pamber of them to come, for 
ward to be trained. I consider that a 
further delay in this concern would

IN APPELLATE JURISDICTION. 


(Before Hon. J. ‘Russell, Acting Chief

‘This was an appeal againat an order mado 
in Chambers by tho Acting Chivf Justice. 
Mr Francia Q.C., instructed by Messra Cald- 
well and Wilkinson, appoared. for the ap- 
pellants ; and the Attornoy General, in- 
rtructed hy Mosara Wotton & Deacon, for 
the respondents, 

Mr Francia anid tho appeal was againat 
an urder mite by the Acting Chief Justice 
on 18th October whereby iro refused leave 
to the appellants to withdraw from o suit 
againet tho respondents and bring o fresh 
suit on the samo subject matter. It waa 
undoubtedly in tho discrotion of the Acting 
Chic Justice what order he should make, 
but he submitted that in eecordance with 
the section under which the-order was mado 
it was foompotént for the Court to gront 
leave on sufficient reason being shown to 
the appollants to withdraw from the anit 
and bring o fresh ono, snd the words 
* competent to the Court’ made it tho duty 
of the Court in every caso not absolutely 
prohibitory, in every caso whero it was 
pursibla to da so, to grant that leave to 
withdraw on grounds shown—if there were 
any reasonable grounds whatover. 

Phe Acting Chief Justice—The section 
says * sufficient grounds.’ 

Mr Francis sabmitted that if there were 
any grounds which were not in them- 
selren absolutely unreasonable the Court 
ought to grant that permission and was 
not at liberty, wheres there were saf- 
ficient arunnds for withdrawal, to punish 
the npplicant for any” irregularity or 
delnys of which he might possibly 
be guilty in the conduct of the swt 
up to that point; bet if  anfficient 
grounds existed the Court was bound to 
give him the permission he asked. He was 


night not do so well noxt_ year. 

Mr Fraser Smith said ho did not agree 
with Major Tripp in regard to the Club 
giving too much in prizes. Tho more prizes 
they gave tho greater was the oncourage- 
ment they offered toownera and the better 
wero the fields they got. Ho was quite sure

Foport. So far as he could gather, the 
affairs of the Club had been most 
economically managed, and for this tho 
thanks of the members were largely 
due to Major Tripp, who was one of 
the most energotic stewards they ever 
had in this Colony (Applnuse.) He wenld

Hia Lordship said tho auit came to an 
end that day, and he was bound to make 
the order ho did, no reasonable grounds 
being put forward for any other course, 

Mr Francis said he did not know if it had 
been impressed upon his Lordship in 
Ohnnsbers what the grounds of the applica- 
tion were—that counsel had advised that 
thero waa really no cause of activn as the 
matter stood, Perhaps it would bo well 
that he should state to tho Court the cir- 
cumstances under which the action arose, 
Messrs Danby and Leigh undertook as 
agenta and architects to got ont a lot of 
furniture and fittings from Lome for the 
Hotel Company. When the goods arrived 
dispates arose about different mutters, and 
when Mesara Danby and Leiyh’s claim was 
put in the whole matter was referred tu 
arbitration. Under the arbitratiun, learing 
vut of the queation lifts and soveral other 
things, it waa found that a very larga 
quantity of fornituro and fittings, bad 
beon provided for the use of the Com- 
pany and had jin very great part been 
recelved. Now under the arbitration 
there arose practically two qquostions, It 
had uever been seriously disputed that 
furniture had becn received ; they had been 
able tu trace out and identify tho greater 
portion of it. The furniture had been pur- 
chased in England froma general agent, a 
relative of-Mr Danby, he understood, and 
one general invoice had been made out for 
the whole of the furniture. Messrs Danby 
and Loigh did not send in, ns they ought 
to havedone, the original bills from the 
persons from whom tho goods had been 
purchased. They eent in a general insoico 
with the prices of the things, but no vouchers 
were pat forward to show from whom these 
things had been purchased in the frst in- 
atance with the prices which had been paid 
for them, and no receipts to show that 
thess poople had beon actually paid and 
that they might nut come down on tha 
Hotel Company for the value «f these 
goods, He quite admitted that the Hotel 
Company were entitled to have these 
vouchers. An award waa made in which 
it was stipulated that Messrs. Danby and 
Leigh should produce detailed invoiovs and 
Quly discharged receipts, and that {imme 
diately on. such production the Hotel Com- 
pany should pay to them such sum, not 
exceeding $14,000 odd, as might be shown 
to be due. Now, he submitted that no 
eause of“nction could arise aguinst the 
Hotel Oonpany until those vouchers in 
the ordinary commercial form hud been 
tendered. Mr Danby, he believed, endea- 
youred to obtain a complete set of vouchore. 
and actually got bills fram the whole of the 
people who had supplied ‘the goods, but 
when they came out bere it waa found— 
Mr Danby, ho supposed, not having been 
sgffeiently carefully ingtrycted, or not 
knowing what was the beat form of re- 
ceipt that it did not appear that the par- 
sons who sigued the receipts were parsons 
entitled to do so, their-names not appearing 
in the Grms from who the goods wera 
purchased. When ‘these papers were laid 
befure cuunsel, Messrs Danby and Leigh 
were advised that they were not suflicient. 
‘The papers were presented ig the Jom- 
ny and examined, and Mr Me('ulloch, the 
Chairaiau of the Compauy made an afli- 
davit to the stiect that the Company re- 
fused payment on theground that the vou- 
ehers were not properly recciptod, as it did 
uot appear that the persons who ajgned tho 
receipts wery entitled tu sign thom. Before 
that affidavit was made an application was 
made tothe Chief Justice (Phillippo) and his 
Lordship suggested that the whole question 
should be reforred to arbitration, ‘The pare 
tiea, however, could uot agree, and leave waa 
given to proceed: with the matter us au ordi- 
wary suit. Tha. was in. 2886 und nothing 
further was done till this year, It was not

The Acting Chief Justice said he 
wes not prepared to any whether 
the appellants could ‘or could not bring 
snother action, but ho felt bound to do 
what he had done. 

Mr Francis aubmitted that his Lordship 
had not taken into considoration the affida- 
vit of Mr Caldwell which wos now before 
hiun and which contained abundant reason 
for anthoriaing his Lordship to have given 
leave to withdraw frum the anit and bring 
4 fresh action. 

Tho Attorney Goneral said the uature 
of the arguments which his learned friend 
had nddressed tu tho Court made it dificult 
for him to know oxactly whore to begin, 
because an appeal had been mxdo to 
the Couré un the broad principles of justice, 
quite irrespective of the limitations 
placed upon the administration of jastice 
by the rules of the Court. His learned 
friend had referred to 4 good many faete 
which were certainly not, strictly speaking, 
before the Court. He had referred to Mr 
Danby as being hardly dealt with, aud suid 
that it was not hia own laches but tho 
possible hardship in the framing of the 
Code and its strict administration that 
he would suffer from, He would not 
yo ouleide the facta stated by Mr 
Francis. From tho time that the matter 
was before the arbitora’ Mcssra Danby 
and Lvigh hod a perfect understanding 
of what was required of them hy the 
award, but from that time to this they left 
the matter, 90 fur as the vouchors wore 
concerned practically as it waa. 

Mr Francis said they had presented a 
complete eet of vouchers though they were 
insuflicient. 

Tho Attorney Gencral said the seffi- 
ciency ot otherwise of the vonchers was 
thoroughly before the parties from the very 
commencement. This was the ground in 
tha firste inatanee upon which Messrs 
Danby and Leigh's applicatiun was refised 
by the Company. It was in face of that 
that Messra Danby and Leigh issued their 
writ ona liquidated sum and endeavoured 
ty obtain judgment by summary procedure 
in the beginning of 1886.

Now that the nau of the contributor is 
known, few peuple here deubt the authen- 
ticity of the Diary extracta, but many think 
that the impression cunvayed by the article 
may be moro or less wrong, through omia- 
sions from the original. 

Dr. Geffcken is well known na a political 
writer in Bugland us well-as in Germany. 
From 1854 till 1869, he was a diplouatist, 
and spent several yeurs in Londen as Envoy 
of the Free City of Hamburg. Being’ 
jurist of ability, he was, in 1872, appointed 
Professor of Political Science in the Uni- 
versity of Strasburg. In 1882 he retired 
from that position to his native city, Ham- 

ure. 

De Geffcken was one of the most intimate 
friends of the Emperor Frederick, who 
tiado his acquaintancs when they were 
studants tozetier at the University of Boon. 
The Crown Prince afterwards met Dr Geff- 
cken in England, and througbout his life 
remained in uninterrupted intercoursy with 
him. Der Geffckeu bas had atiterary career 
of unttaual activity. 

In politics, though reputed ta he a 
staunch Conservative, or rather what Bug. 
lishmen would eal] o Liberal-Conservative, 
he haa distinguished himself, for the must 
part, ua an enerzetic opponent of Prince 
Bismarck's policy, which he has frequently 
attacked in Knglish public tions. O8 the 
statement made in various quarters friend- 
jy to the Government, that ‘the contributor 
of the Diary atliclo is on ivtimate terms 
with high personages in England, no proof 
has rppeared here. 

The peatch made by the pulico at Dr 
Geleken’s house ut Ublenhorst, Hamburg, 
resulted jn no discoyery uf importance, and 
it is doubled by many people in. Berlin 
whether tho loge! proceedings against him 
are likely to terminate iu higcondemnation. 

The Nattonal Zeltuag to-day remarks 
that. the condemnation, by public opinion, 
of candnet like thnt of the contributor of 
the Diary is more important than the sen- 
tenes of a Courtof Law. “E may niention

THE DIARY OF THE AUSTRIAN war, 

From the Diary kept’ by the Emperor 
Frederick during the war ‘with Austria in 
1866, the Kieler Zeitung publishes long ox- 
tracts referring to the baltle uf Kéniggratz.

Our 
little departed Sigismond hovered before 
me, a31f bis death had been destined to ba 
the f-reruuner of a great eventin my Hfe. 
But victories do not. make up for the loss 
ofa child; on thy contrary, the pain ia 
first Felt in ita dull bitterness amid such 
tremendous impresstous, 

But [bad to remember that this was not 
atims to indulye in feelings of any kind, 
and that ali thought had to be directed only 
to tho boaten enemy, and the right turning 
af the victory to account, Round. us lay, 
or limped so many men of the Potsdam 
and Berlin gurrisuua, whose faces were 90 
familiar to us.

Within and Aldgato ” In thé former caso, a 
woman, With her throat gashed and torn, 
was discovered in the back yard of 4 
Uerner-street, a short distance from Han- 


Auntie Chapman. The promises ape ccoupied 
by the Internationul Working Men’s Club. 
The Steward of the Chub (Lewia Diemstitz), 
oncoming home early yesterday morning, 
found the body of a woman lying in a corner 
of the yard. Having communicated with 
the police on duty, further aasistance was 
sought from Leman-stroet Station, and the 
aid of De Phillipa, the divisional autgeon, 
waa sequested, A cursory investization 
served to deterwine the cause of death, and 
the bady was removed to the mortuary, 
Although in this case there was not the 
puatilation which was perpetrated upon the 
seoond victim, discovered an hour Inter in 
Mitre-square, reusons exist for believing 
that the murderer wag disturbed,and his 
Acaigne frustrated, .

In the meantime, Dr Sequeira, of 34, 
Jowry-straet, Aldgate, and Dr Gordon 
Brown, divisional surgeon, of North-build- 
ings, Elduistreet, Viuabury-circus, wora 
summoned, and madoun oxnmination of tha 
ody, ‘ho sight waa a moat shocking one. 
The. woruan’s thront had beet cat Trom the 
loft sido, the knife sevoriug tho main artery 
and other ‘parta of the neck, Blood had 
flowed freely, both from the neck aud body, 
on ta the pavement. Apparontly, the wea- 
pon had been thrnst into tho upper part of 
the atdomen and cut completely down, 
ripping opon tho body, and, in addition, 
both thighs bad. been cut across, Tho 
intestines bad boon torn. from. the .body, 
; and some of them lodged in the wound on 
the right side of the neck. The woman 
was lying on her back, with her head to the 
south-west corner, and her feet towards the 
carriage way, hor elothea being thrown, up 
an to her chest. Both hands were out- 
atretched by her sido. Near where sho was 
lying two or threa buttons were picked up, 
and a small cardboard bux containing two 
pawntickets. The supposition is that her 
pockets wera hastily turned ont, either for 
robbery or to avade suspicion ns to the mo- 
tive forthe crime. Dr Brown having taken 
a pencil sketch of the ozact position in 
which the body was found, at threa o’elock 
it was removed to the City mortuary, 
Golden-lane, to await.a Coroner's inquest, 

Lhe Central Newe wndorstands-that, asa 
result of tho post-mortem examination of tha 
budy of the woman found in Mitre-aquare, 
it is shown that the dotails of the mutilation 
are almost cxactly the same as in the enga 
of Anme Chapman, a certain portion of 
whose body, it will be remembered, waa 
missing. Up to alate hour Inat night the 
victim had not bern ‘idontified,, The 
woman murdered in Berner-streat has beon 
identified os Llizabcth Stride, who, it 
soema, had beon leading an unsteady life, 
and had resided fatterly in Flower and 
Dean-strect, Up to ton o’clook last night 
Stride’s murderer had not been discovered. 
At clovon o'olock Inst night » reporter visit- 
od Elizabeth Strido’s late residence, No. $2, 
Flower and Dcan-streot, Spitalfields, a 
commoa lodging-house, inhabited by men 
and women of the porreat kind, - The fo.
